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MR.  CHAIRMAN, 

You  will  find  the  annual  report  for  1955  very  satisfactory  as  far 
as  statistics  tell  a  story.  Nevertheless,  for  the  purpose  of  comparing 
one  Sanitary  District  with  another  the  numbers  are  not  large  enough 
to  make  a  comparison  reliable,  especially  within  the  compass  of  one 
year. 


Public  Health  medicine  sometimes  called  Preventive  medicine  or 
even  State  medicine  started  off  bravely  about  fifty  years  ago  with  the 
belief  that  through  its  system  and  work  lay  the  hope  of  improving  the 
physical  state  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  country.  This  hope,  has  in 
a  measure  been  realised  especially  through  the  Housing  Acts.  Better 
housing,  better  wages  -  a  levelling  up  or  a  levelling  down  as  you 
like  -  and  the  great  advances  in  curative  medicine,  with  the  discovery 
of  Penicillin  and  its  likes,  and  the  sulphonamides,  are  the  chief 
factors  leading  to  a  marked  increase  in  the  expectation  of  life.  In 
my  student  days,  forty  years  ago,  drugs  were  almost  all  vegetable  in 
origin  with  the  addition  of  two  very  poisonous  metals  -  mercury  and 
arsenic.  Now  most  drugs  are  made  in  the  laboratories  working  on  the 
principles  of  organic  chemistry.  Doctors  are  inundated  by  circulars 
from  chemical  firms  announcing  new  drugs  for  old  diseases. 

We  are  Hying  longer  and  the  effect  of  this  is  now  upon  us.  The 
social  amelioration  of  old  age  lags  far  behind  the  problems  associated 
with  a  relative  increase  of  the  aged  in  the  population.  The  aged  ore 
not  os  well  cared  for  as  they  should  be.  This  has  come  to  a  country 
with  a  good  standard  of  health  and  of  social  administration.  One  can 
only  wonder  what  is  going  to  happen  to  the  world  when  the  expectation 
of  life  of  the  Asiatic  and  African  is  raised  to  70  years  from  the 
present  25.

Cancer  of  tho  Lung 


This  is  usually  a  cancer  of  tho  Bronchial  tubes.  Improved  methods 
of  diagnosis  have  separated  this  disease  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

There  is  no  satisfactory  ovidonco  that  cancer  of  tho  lung  is  on  tho 
incroaso,  nor  is  thoro  any  satisfactory  evidence  that  smokers  aro  more 
liable  to  tho  disease  than  non-smokers.  Lung  cancer  was  tho  cause  of  3 
deaths  in  1955  and  4  deaths  in  1954* 

Tho  microscopic  appearance  of  cancerous  tissue,  and  after  all  tho 
microscope  is  the  final  arbiter,  indicates  that  tho  characteristic  of 
tho  disoaso  is  a  reversion  to  the  primitive.  By  primitive  is  meant  tho 
typo  of  tissuo  soon  in  the  developing  ovum  or  foetus.  Although  one 
cannot  deny  tho  possibility  of  a  specific  invasive  agent  as  a  cause,  thero 
is  undoubted  statistical  evidenco  that  old-age  is  a  most  important  factor. 
Cancor  nay  occur  in  young  pooplo,  but  this  young  cancer  has  its  origin 
in  tho  generative  organs.  In  tho  old,  cancor  may  dovolop  anywhere  in  the 
body.  Medical  scicnco  has  givon  us  a  greater  expectation  of  lifo  and  at 
tho  same  time  a  proportionate  increase  in  tho  number  of  doaths  from 
cancer.
